RECEIVE FUNDING FOR 
PROJECT 

THE WOMEN’S CENTER AT THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA AND 
SHELTON STATE COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE were recently notified that the 
application for a Violence Against Women 
Act grant that was submitted last July has 
been accepted by the Alabama Department 
of Economic and Community Affairs. 

The funding from the grant will allow two 
professional staff members to be hired. A 
counselor will be available to provide 
individual and group counseling tor victims 
of dating/domestic violence, and a program 
coordinator who will develop awareness and 
prevention activities will also be hired. 

The program coordinator will work at 
Shelton 20 hours a week, providing 
informational programs, class presentations 
and awareness activities, and information 
referral services to victims. The staff 
member will help recruit students for a peer 
education program. The counselor will be 
available to victims for individual sessions 
and will offer support groups at Shelton i 
there is a need. A monthly newsletter will 
also be printed and made available. At least 
one four-hour defense class for women will 
be offered in the fall and in the spring. In- 
service training will also be available.
